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Extension for the Emergency Declaration on the Opioid Epidemic 

The Trump Administration extended its emergency declaration for the opioid 
epidemic.  In a notice posted to the Department of Health and Human Services 
website in late January, Acting Secretary Hargan renewed the declaration, effective 
January 24, 2018, because of the “determination that a public health emergency 
exists nationwide as a result of the consequences of the opioid crisis.”  The 
designation gives federal health agencies the authority to quickly hire more 
treatment specialists and reallocate money to strengthen the response to the 
epidemic.   
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Affordable Care Act (ACA) Open Enrollment 

The 2018 ACA Open Enrollment period ended December 15, 2017.  If a client’s 2017 
plan is not available and the insurer is no longer offering plans in the Marketplace for 
2018, the client may be eligible for a special enrollment period through February 28, 
2018.

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New Continuing Education Activity on HIV Delays 

The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention’s (CDC) Morbidity and Mortality 
Weekly Report (MMWR) and Medscape are offering a new free continuing medical 
education (CME) activity that describes diagnosis delay among persons infected with 
HIV:  Vital Signs: Human Immunodeficiency Virus Testing and Diagnosis Delays —

patients with, or at risk, for HIV infection. 

Upon completion of this activity, participants will be able to describe diagnosis delay 
among persons infected with HIV and missed opportunities for HIV testing based on 
CDC’s National HIV Behavioral Surveillance; identify the proportions of persons in 
various high-risk populations who tested for HIV in the past 12 months; and 
determine the clinical and public health implications of these findings regarding HIV 
testing, missed opportunities for testing, and diagnosis delay among persons infected 
with HIV.

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Two New Training Modules Provided by His Health  

NASTAD (National Alliance of State & Territorial AIDS Directors) has announced the 
launch of two new continuing education modules, Whole Health Assessment 2.0 and 
PrEP 2.0 on HisHealth.  HisHealth is an online resource created in partnership with 
the Health Resources Services Administration’s HIV/AIDS Bureau to offer free and 
accredited self-paced online trainings for healthcare providers and public health 
professionals.  The two new modules are a continuation of the PrEP and Whole 
Health Assessment Module, and provide a myriad of tools to help trainees better 
understand the intersecting issues that impact the overall physical, emotional, and 
mental well-being of young Black men who have sex with men (MSM).  The trainers 
discuss behavioral and mental health disparities, the importance of integrating 
discussions of sexual pleasure into provider-patient conversations, and the many 
factors that affect engagement, linkage, and retention to care among young Black 
MSM.  Additionally, the module delves into the recommended behavioral health 
assessments for Black MSM, including screenings for anxiety, depression, and post-
traumatic stress disorder.

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MMWR - Prevention of Hepatitis B Virus Infection in the United States 

CDC has published an MMWR article, Prevention of Hepatitis B Virus Infection in the 
United States: Recommendations of the Advisory Committee on Immunization 
Practices, which updates and summarizes previously published recommendations 
from the Advisory Committee on Immunization Practices and CDC regarding the 
prevention of hepatitis B virus (HBV) infection in the United States.  These 
recommendations provide CDC guidance for post-exposure prophylaxis following 
occupational and other exposures.  The report also summarizes previously published 
American Association for the Study of Liver Disease guidelines for maternal antiviral 
therapy to reduce perinatal HBV transmission. 
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DIS (Disease Intervention Specialists) Statewide Meeting on Syphilis 

SODA hosted a statewide meeting on syphilis in early February.  Approximately 50 DIS 
and supervisors attended the interactive two-day training featuring presentations by 
Dr. Anne Rompalo of the Johns Hopkins Training Center, Melinda Salmon from CDC, 
and numerous internal speakers.
